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County show set 
to smash records 
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AGRICULTURAL leaders are expecting a record- 
breaking weekend at the Dorset County Show, and 
have called for the wider community to show their 
support for rural craftsmen and food producers ahead 
of the annual farming fair. 

Tens of thousands of visitors are expected to arrive 
in Dorchester for the traditional event, which takes 
place over two days this weekend at the Showground. 

And 540 trade stands have been filled for Saturday 
and Sunday - more than any previous year. 

A hundred and seventy three years since the event 
was first held, the show is set to attract around 60,000 
people, with an array of livestock, produce and agri¬ 
cultural machinery on display. 

And show bosses say the event provides a unique 
opportunity for the farming and non-farming commu¬ 
nities to come together to help boost local agriculture. 

Show Secretary Sam Mackenzie-Green said: “Farm¬ 
ers have had a very strong summer and a good harvest, 
and the show is always a nice way to round off the 
season. 

“It is one of our main aims to get members of the 
non-farming community through the gates, to show 
people where their food really comes from. 

“And the success of these shows definitely indicates 
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byJack Dixon 


the importance of the farming community to the local 
economy. 

“Farmers do take a lot of care and pride in their work 
and they form an essential part of what we do in this 
country - we must all support British agriculture as 
much as we can.” 

The Dorchester Agricultural Society, which oversees 


the management of the show, was formed in 1841 and 
now consists of more than 1,000 members across nine 
separate committees. 

Intended originally to be a showcase for local agri¬ 
cultural produce and animals, the show has grown to 
become one of the largest and most successful in the 
South West. 

NFU President Meurig Raymond said farmers in the 
Dorchester area needed to be “given the green light”

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Imagine you’ve 
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AT the age of just 21, Lyme Regis musician Ben 
Kapur will be thrust into the spotlight this Satur¬ 
day (September 6th) when he drives the house 
band alongside Deep Purple legend Ian Gillan, as 
they lead thousands of amateur guitarists gath¬ 
ered for the record-breaking event Guitars On 
The Beach, with hopes of forming Britain's 
biggest ever band. 

We caught up wth Ben, a former Woodroffe 
School pupil, during a break in his rehearsals. 


# YOU'RE the lead guitarist of the Guitars On The 
Beach House Band, which means you'll be leading 
thousands of guitarists. How do you cope with the 
pressure? 

The pressure is not too bad for me, it's more excitement 
than pressure because I enjoy it so much. Being the lead 
guitarist of GOTB is one of the best things I've ever been 
able to do in my musical career - plus I'm playing with 
remarkable musicians in the house band and that's a 
huge buzz, especially duelling guitars with a fantastic 
player like Olli Dixon. 

# YOU are one of the founders of GOTB. What were 
your highlights of last year's event? 

One of my favourite things of last year was getting the 
opportunity to play with Billy Geraghty, Robbie McIn¬ 
tosh and Andy Scott, three extremely talented musi¬ 
cians who have taught me so much by giving me the 
opportunity to play with them. 

# WHAT will GOTB be like this year? 

GOTB is going to be so much bigger, better and more 
incredible this year, because of the enthusiasm we all 
have and the fact that more than 3,500 people of all 
ages have signed up for it. There's a lot of local Lyme tal¬ 
ent performing throughout the day; we've got musi¬ 
cians from B Sharp, we've got Lyme's great statesman 
of guitar, Marshall Stapleton, and very good bands like 
Delta Tango 7, Glasshouse, Stairlift To Heaven and the 
amazing Papa Le Gal. Everyone has been rehearsing 
hard to make this better than last year, to attract more 
visitors, as that it good for Lyme, and to have a great 
time. 

# HOW long have you been playing the guitar and 
was it your first instrument? 

I've been playing the guitar since I was 11 -years-old, so 
that's 10 years now. I'm completely self-taught, and I 
eat, sleep and breath it. However, my first instrument 
was the saxophone, which I started to learn at the age 
of six. 

# YOUR own band 1 /2 Jack will also be performing 
on the day. What does GOTB mean for local bands? 

Well, if I wasn't on the bill to be on that stage on the day, 
I'd be nagging organiser Geoff Baker to get my band on 
the gig. We've got about 20 acts performing and it's a 
fantastic opportunity for all of us to get on a big stage 
and perform in front of such a big crowd. It's great ex¬ 
perience and it teaches you a lot about stagecraft and 
showmanship. 



• ONE of the record-bid songs is Deep Purple's 
'Smoke On The Water' and you will be Ian Gillan's 
lead guitarist for that song too. What is that going 
to feel ilke? 

Well, what can I say...wow! It's going to feel amazing! 
It's a fabulous opportunity to get to play alongside the 
actual singer of Deep Purple. I met Ian for the first time 
recently to discuss the show, and I was rather nervous 
because he's a rock and roll legend, but he's such a nice 
bloke; calm, friendly, reassuring, he put me completely 
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at ease. Now I can’t wait to play on ’Smoke’ alongside 
him. I’m practicing all the time so that I can do my best 
and do him proud. All of us in the house band feel the 
same, we’re honoured that he is leading GOTB. It’s an 
honour too for the town, I know he lives nearby but I 
believe this is the first time he’s performed here. 

# CAN novice guitarists join in at GOTB or is it only 
for you seasoned players? 

Anybody can join in. That’s the whole point about 
GOTB, it’s for all ages and all abilities. You don’t even 
have to be a guitarist, you just need to learn a few notes 
and we’re going to have guitarists from B Sharp giving 
last-minute lessons on the sand before the record at¬ 
tempts. They are going to have a tutorial tent to give a 
crash course in learning the chords, so bring a guitar 
and come on down. GOTB is an entirely new way of pre¬ 
senting live music - you don’t just go along to watch 
and listen, you go to join in and play along. It’s interac¬ 
tive concert-going and I think this is going to catch on 
and become a new thing in music, Lyme has started 
something completely different which is going to grow. 

# WHERE do you hope to be in five years time and 
where will GOTB be then? 

I hope to be a successful musician, everybody has a 
dream and that has always been mine, and so any op¬ 
portunity that comes along like this, I grab it. GOTB is a 
great innovation, this idea of the audience taking part 
in a concert is a very smart one and all of us organising 
it have even bigger plans for its future. In five years time 
we are going to have to ship in a million tons of more 
sand to Lyme because we are going to need a bigger 
beach!

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Animal welfare campaigners 
take on county's restaurants

TWO Dorchester based animal welfare 
groups have teamed up for a local cam¬ 
paign to ask Dorset restaurants to stop 
serving foie gras. 

West Dorset Animal Aid has taken 
their latest petition to the streets of 
Dorchester with the support of Compas¬ 
sionate Dorset, the local supporter group 
for the farm animal welfare charity 
Compassion in World Farming. 

Foie gras is often produced in France 
and is illegal to produce in Britain as the 
Government has made it clear that its 
production would contravene animal 
welfare regulations - but it is still cur¬ 
rently legal to import it. 

The protesters say geese and ducks 
raised for foie gras are often kept in in¬ 
dividual small cages where they have no 
room to carry out their natural behav¬ 
iours properly. They are force-fed food 
through a long metal pipe, three times a 
day, a process of overfeeding which con¬ 
tinues for up to a month by which time 
the birds’ livers have swelled to ten 
times their normal size. 

Anna Celeste Watson, Co-founder of 
Compassionate Dorset, said: “We are 
very disappointed to learn that there is a 
very small handful of restaurants right 
here in Dorset who still serve foie gras, 
even though many of our supporters 


have politely asked them not to. Some of 
these restaurants also serve free range 
eggs which is great and shows they must 
surely care about animal welfare, so it 
just doesn't make sense to serve some¬ 
thing that is illegal to produce in our own 
country because it is so inhumane, par¬ 
ticularly when there are so many local 
food producers here in Dorset. There is 
simply no excuse to serve it.” 

Anna added: “We’d like to see foie 
gras taken off all menus and banned 
from being imported into this country. 
Respected animal welfare charities in¬ 
cluding Compassion in World Farming, 
RSPCA, Animal Aid, Viva! and PETA 
are all fighting to make the importation 
of foie gras to the UK illegal. 

“We believe that farm animals should 
not, and need not, suffer, and we also be¬ 
lieve that local people have the power to 
help end the sale of foie gras by purpose¬ 
fully not visiting establishments which 
sell it, after all with food it usually 
comes down to supply and demand, but 
in this case we just don't think con¬ 
sumers realise how inherently cruel and 
unnatural foie gras is.” 

Sheila Biddlecombe, Co-ordinator of 
West Dorset Animal Aid who are head¬ 
ing the campaign, said: “Foie Gras has 
no place in Dorset or the UK and we are 


taking action to get it off our menus - for 
good. 

“People who have signed our petition 
have been truly shocked at how awful it 
is or that it is still being served in Dorset, 
many people have even written down the 
names of the offending restaurants to 
make sure they don't eat there and to tell 
their friends and family to do the same. 

“We hope to hand the petition in to the 
restaurants we know still serve it, and 
hope they will finally listen to the people 
of Dorset to show they care about animal 
welfare. People can find out more details 


of our foie gras campaign by searching 
for Animal Aid West Dorset on Facebook 
where they can also inform us about any¬ 
where they find selling it here in Dorset.” 

Compassion in World Farming are also 
currently urging people to sign a letter to 
the Presidents of the Commission and 
EU Agriculture Council, to ask them, 
once and for all, to take urgent action to 
ban the import of foie gras, as India have 
just announced they have done.

to keep producing, and urged consumers to join industry 
leaders in backing British farming. 

He told View From Dorchester. “Travelling across the 
country, I see fantastic farms on a daily basis that are ef¬ 
ficient and productive businesses ready to produce more. 
British farming is a sector we can be proud of. 

“But the trade gap is widening - while our export per¬ 
formance has doubled in the last decade, we are spending 
£21.3billion more on imports than we are receiving from 
exports. 

“What needs to happen now is for us as a country to 
give farmers the green light to produce more food for us. 

“Our aim is to ensure the country - consumers, politi¬ 
cians, retailers and the wider food industry - is backing 
British farming [so] that we have a solid plan for agricul¬ 
tural growth to ensure long-term food security is sup¬ 
ported.”

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Travel incentive funding 
offered up to businesses 


LOCAL businesses are being offered another 
chance to apply for a new travel grant from Dorset 
County Council with up to £3,000 available per ap¬ 
plication. 

The scheme is designed to help firms start incen¬ 
tives that encourage more people to walk, cycle or 
use public transport on the journey to work. 

As well as boosting the local economy and help¬ 
ing to tackle road congestion, the initiative also aims 
to boost the health and wellbeing of staff. 

Businesses in Weymouth, Portland and Dorchester 
can apply for up to £3,000 in match funding towards 
the introduction of cycle parking, lockers, showers 
or changing facilities, signage, pool bikes and more. 

A number of applications were submitted in the 
last round with the council awarding around 
£30,000 across those businesses. 

County Cabinet environment spokesman Council¬ 
lor Peter Finney said: “We are delighted to be able 
to help local businesses improve their facilities and 
help their staff travel more sustainably. 

“By encouraging employees to walk or run or 
cycle to work you are likely to see a significant re¬ 


duction in sick days and increased productivity.” 

One organisation which benefited from the grant 
scheme is Futurum Renewable Energy Systems in 
Poundbury. The renewable energy firm has installed 
a vehicle electric charging point at its main office 
in Parkway Farm Business Centre, Poundbury. 

Sales and marketing manager Mark Blunden said: 
“The council’s grant scheme is a great way to help 
local businesses improve things for their staff and 
customers. 

“Having an electric charging point makes it easier 
for our staff, customers and business clients to use 
an alternative travel option rather than a conven¬ 
tional car.” 

This investment in businesses has been made pos¬ 
sible through the council’s £2.4million Local Sus¬ 
tainable Transport Fund (LSTF) and £12million 
Three Towns Travel grant from the Department for 
Transport. 

The next round of applications is open now until 
October 10th.

Missing boy found safe 


AN 11-YEAR-OLD boy from Dorchester who went 
missing from a car park at Ringstead Bay on Monday 
afternoon has been found safe and well.

six hours after the search began, that the boy was dis¬ 
covered in a garden ditch in Hoi worth. 

A police spokesperson said: “Local police, along 
with Dorset Search and Rescue teams and Coast¬ 
guard officers, were able to locate the boy at the bot¬ 
tom of a garden in Holworth at around 7.30pm on 
Monday evening. 

“We do not know how he came to be there, but it 
appears as though he fell into the space.” 

The boy was checked over by ambulance personnel 
and reunited with his family. 
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Museum raises £600 to buy 
portrait for Barnes collection 

author and previous member of the 
Dorset Natural History and Ar¬ 
chaeological Society, which runs 
the museum.

“Giles Dugdale played a key role 
in bringing the literary genius of 
William Barnes, Dorset’s greatest 
dialect poet, to light,” said Jon 
Murden, Director of Dorset 
County Museum. 

“He was also co-founder of the 
museum and therefore his portrait 
is an important part of our Dorset 
heritage.” 

The William Barnes Society has 
also donated £500 towards the pur¬ 
chase of the portrait. 


New headstone erected 
to honour school founder 

A CEREMONY has been held at Stinsford church to 
mark the founder of a Dorset school who was buried 
there, anonymously, in 2005. 

The burial in the Sir Cecil Hanbury Memorial Gar¬ 
den Cemetery only had a simple iron cross marker and 
other than Shirley Churchill, one of St Michael’s 
Churchwardens, few knew who was laid to rest there. 

The lady in question was Miss Constance Betty Gal- 
ton and though never living in the parish she was for 
many years a regular worshipper at St Michael’s. 

Most knew her only as Betty. 

The identity came to light when Vicar, The Reverend 
Canon Janet Smith, received a call from a niece of 
Miss Galton, Elizabeth Vicary, requesting that a group 
of old girls from the Cranborne Chase School for 
Girls, wanted to have a Headstone Celebration. A 
group of some 30 women had a headstone raised in 
memory of Constance the founding headmistress of 
the Cranborne Chase School for Girls, at Moor 
Crichel, Dorset. 

The money was raised by the sale of cards and prints 
of the artist, the late Sir Hugh Casson, whose daugh¬ 
ter ,Carola, had been a pupil at the school. 

At the ceremony The Reverend Canon Smith pro¬ 
vided the welcome, The Honourable Lady Jane 
Roberts made the tribute and Miss Galton’s niece, 

Elizabeth, gave the thanks, before later moving to the 
church for afternoon tea. 

The school was conceived as a sister school for 
Bryanston, near Blandford Forum, and Betty, who 
was teaching there at the time, was inspired, with the 
help and constant support of the then Headmaster, to 
found a school which held the same ethos. 

This was in 1946 and they rented Crichel House 
until 1960. When the lease expired the property re¬ 
turned to the Martyns and the school moved to War-

Budding young filmmakers

FILM buffs from Manor Park First 
School in Dorchester who watch 
and review movies in their after 
school film club, have made a film 
of their own for the big screen.

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The Knicker Lady returns home 


KNICKERS have catapulted a former Weymouth 
vicar’s wife to stardom. 

Rosemary Hawthorne is bringing her two-act, one 
woman show The Knicker Lady to the Pavilion on 
September 5th from 7.30pm. 

Back in the 1980s her husband, John, was Team 
Rector of Preston and they lived at The Rectory in 
Sutton Road. It was there that Knickers was born. 

Rosemary wrote the book, which was published 
while they still lived there, with early copies being 
sold as part of the fundraising effort for the building 
of Littlemoor Church. 

Tens of thousands of copies, and many edi¬ 
tions later, “Knickers: An Initimate Re-Ap¬ 
praisal” is still selling worldwide from 
Russia to Brazil, having been trans¬ 
lated into many languages. 

The Knicker Lady tours the¬ 
atres across the UK and the couple’s 
youngest daughter, Phoebe, who started her 
school life at St Andrew’s, Preston, is now 
a director and has children of her own. 

John moved from 
Preston to Tetbury 
where he was vicar 
for 14 years before 
retiring - the Prince 
of Wales was one of his 
parishioners - and he now 
manages Rosemary. 

He said: “The last time 
Rosemary was at the Pavilion 
was when she directed The 
Importance of Being Ernest 
there. It will be fun to return.” 

Rosemary is a classically trained 
actress, and a scholar of the Royal Acad¬ 
emy of Dramatic Art (RADA). In addition 
to being a RADA medallist, she was also 
awarded the coveted Costume Prize, 
which is where it all began. 


Between changing nappies, cooking and generally 
being a mother, Rosemary cultivated her passion for 
old clothes of the past centuries and their sociologi¬ 
cal link with women’s lives. She became a respected 
and well-known fashion historian with her own pri¬ 
vate collection. 

With little being documented about the history of 
underwear, Rosemary emerged as a leading author¬ 
ity. 

Her first book, “Knickers: An Intimate Appraisal”, 
was a huge success and became the gospel on every¬ 
thing from pantaloons and pantalettes to divided 
drawers, bloomers and beyond. Seven other 
books quickly followed. 

Armed with The Rosemary Hawthorne 
Collection of genuine, historical 
bloomers, bras, drawers and a large 
helping of wit, Rosemary’s reputa¬ 
tion quickly grew and “The Knicker 
Lady” show was born. 

Lrequently featured in the media, her tel¬ 
evision and radio credits include Antiques 
Roadshow, The One Show, The Victorians 
with Jeremy Paxman, The Alan 
Titchmarsh Show, The Great 
British Sewing Bee and 
Woman’s Hour.

OFFICERS in Weymouth are ap¬ 
pealing for witnesses and anyone 
with information to come forward 
after offenders stole cash from 
shops in Weymouth and Winter¬ 
bourne Abbas, in a number of sepa¬ 
rate incidents - with a CCTV image 
being released. 

Three incidents happened some 
time between 8pm and 8.30pm on 
Friday, August 1st at Londis on 
Westham Road, the Rock and Fudge 
shop on The Esplanade and at Tesco 
Express on Dorchester Road. 

Two further incidents happened 
some time between 7pm and 8pm 
on Saturday, August 2nd at the Post 
Office on Chickerell Road and at 
Bride Valley Motors in Winter¬ 
bourne Abbas. 

The offenders have been identified 
as a group of three men and one 
woman, working together and sepa¬ 
rately, who use confusion tactics to 
steal cash from the shops. 

They enter the shop and ask a 
member of staff to change £200 
worth of £20 notes for £200 in £10 
or £5 notes. When they are given the 
money in the new denomination, 
they remove some of the notes by 
sleight of hand then tell the shop 
staff they have changed their minds 
and would like the original £200 
back. They are given the full 
amount in £20 notes for the bundle 
of £10 or £5 notes, not realising 
some money has been taken out. 

Police Constable Julian Dingle, of 
Weymouth police, said: “Each 
crime follows the same pattern. Al¬ 
though the individual offenders 
vary, we believe they are working 


together. 

“After making enquiries, I am 
now in a position to release a CCTV 
image of all the suspects. 

“I urge anyone who recognises 
any of the people pictured to come 
forward. 

“Anyone with information regard¬ 
ing this scam or the offenders in¬ 
volved is asked to speak with the 
police in confidence. 


“I urge all shop staff to be vigilant 
and not to change large amounts of 
cash into different denominations. 
Anyone who has concerns about 
suspicious behaviour should call 
101 .” 

No arrests have been made. 

Witnesses and anyone with infor¬ 
mation should call Dorset Police in 
confidence on 101, quoting crime

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Theatre production to highlight stories of love and war 


M ARKING the start of The 
Great War and the present 
withdrawal from Afghanistan 
in 2014, Dorset’s multi-award winning 
AsOne Theatre Company will be pre¬ 
senting a gripping new play telling the 
stories of five soldiers and their fami¬ 
lies 100 years apart. 

Interweaving newly gathered, original 
testimony, “Passion” takes audiences 
into the living room of news obsessed 
parents, into diaries of soldiers, down 
the camera lens, and over the top then 
and now; revealing how the ravages of 
war ripple down the generations. 
Touring out of Dorset into eight coun¬ 


ties, and some 20 venues, “Passion”, 
will premiere on Wednesday, October 
8th at Dorchester’s Corn Exchange, 
with a finale performance on Friday, 
November 21st at Weymouth Pavilion. 

The play comes as a result of exten¬ 
sion local research into families stories 
of war, following a media appeal in the 
area. The response was wonderful and 
families from Portland, Weymouth, 
Bournemouth, Dorchester and Bath all 
got involved. 

AsOne Theatre Company’s Artistic 
Director Jane McKell, accompanied by 
film and radio expert, Andy Worth, col¬ 
lected and recorded real stories from 


Wessex families, visiting them in their 
homes. 

These have been made into podcasts 
and can be accessed on the internet, 
with the recordings being presented to 
the Dorset History Centre on Friday, 
September 5th. 

This recorded research - along with in¬ 
formation found by researcher, Jane 
Mongini - became the heart of the play. 

Playwright, Stephanie Dale then had 
the job interweaving these stories into a 
brand new piece of theatre. 

Jane McKell said: “This play is the re¬ 
sult of an exciting mixture of mostly 
verbatim theatre and thoroughly re¬ 


searched invention dusted with the di¬ 
rector’s and cast’s creative vision. 

“Playwright Stephanie Dale told me 
the interviews we had done were like 
‘gold-dust’ from remarkably truthful, 
communicative people with affecting 
stories making her writing a mixture of 
joy and tears.” 

It was Jane’s vision some three years 
ago - as AsOne Theatre Company’s 
Artistic Director - to tour a commemo¬ 
rative piece marking the Great War an¬ 
niversary and present Afghanistan 
conflict withdrawal of our troops, and 
she will be the only female actor in the 
piece. 


She said: “I shall be playing the 
mother characters. The play at its heart 
is about the effect of war on families. 
Researching this play has been a privi¬ 
lege and we have learned so much. I 
hope to see people leaving the theatre 
buzzing as I have been with questions 
and thoughts.” 

The 30 strong cast have come from all 
over England to join the production. 

Steve Rollins, an actor and musician 
from Bournemouth will join Dorset’s 
much loved Tim Faycock, who is also 
“Passion’s” commissioned composer 
and musical director, as well as per¬ 
former.

HISTORIC churches all over Dorset will be 
opening their doors on Saturday, September 
13th for the Dorset Historic Churches Tmst’s an¬ 
nual Ride and Stride event. 

Each year, participants cycle, walk and even 
horse ride to Dorset’s churches and chapels 
across the county between 10am-6pm. 

Riders and striders taking part in the event 
raise money for the maintenance and repair of 
Dorset’s churches, with all sponsorship split be¬ 
tween Dorset Historic Churches Trust and their 
nominated church. 

There is no official route and participants seek 
sponsorship to visit as many, or as few, as they 
feel able. 

More than 300 churches across towns and vil¬ 
lages will be open throughout the day, providing 
refreshments and a well-earned rest for riders 
and striders, alongside the opportunity to admire 
the history and heritage of these churches.

Chairman of Dorset Historic Churches Tmst, 
Simon Pomeroy said: “The annual Ride and 
Stride event is a great way for all the family to 
explore some of our wonderful local churches 
either on foot, by bicycle, wheelchair or on 
horseback whilst raising funds to support their 
local church and the important work that DHCT 
does across the county. 

“We are very much looking forward to this 
year’s event and hope to see many people out 
and about enjoying the Dorset countryside on 
Saturday, September 13th.”

PATIENTS coming to Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal can be assured of high standards in clean¬ 
liness, food, privacy and the environment 
according to national scores released last 
month. 

The Dorchester hospital has achieved excel¬ 
lent scores in all categories in the 2014 
PLACE assessments. 

The PLACE (Patient-Led Assessments of 
the Care Environment) programme replaced 
the PEAT (Patient Environment Action Team) 
programme from April 2013. 

These new self-assessments are undertaken 
by teams of NHS and private/independent 
health care providers, and include at least 50 
per cent members of the public (known as pa¬ 
tient assessors). They focus on the environ¬ 


ment in which care is provided, as well as 
supporting non-clinical services such as 
cleanliness, food, hydration, and the extent to 
which the provision of care with privacy and 
dignity is supported. 

Dorset County Hospital scored above the 
national average for all areas: 

• Cleanliness - DCH 98.52 per cent (na¬ 
tional average 97.25 per cent) 

• Food and hydration - DCH 89.66 per cent 
(national average 88.79 per cent) 

• Privacy, dignity and wellbeing - DCH 
92.07 per cent (national average 87.73 per 
cent) 

• Condition, appearance and maintenance - 
DCH 96.48 per cent (average 91.97 per cent) 

The hospital’s Director of Nursing, Alison 


Tong, said these results reflected the ongoing 
hard work of all staff to maintain standards. 

She said: “The PLACE assessments are 
critical to understanding the environment, nu¬ 
tritional standards and cleanliness of the hos¬ 
pital from a patient perspective. 

“We take the feedback exceptionally seri¬ 
ously and are very pleased on two levels - 
firstly that we have improved upon our own 
scores from last year and secondly that we 
have achieved higher than the national aver¬ 
age in all four categories. 

“The people who have made this happen are 
our hardworking and dedicated staff. Without 
their energy and enthusiasm this would not be 
possible, so many thanks to all Dorset County 
Hospital staff.”

A splash of colour in your home 


If you want to make kitchen or bathroom look a bit slicker, 
without too much disruption or cost, fit a splashback be¬ 
hind the hob, sink or basin. 

Splashbacks for hobs or cookers are typically made of stain¬ 
less steel, tiles or heatproof glass, while splashbacks for 
kitchen sinks and bathroom basins are usually tiled, but 
can be glass. The problem with tiles is that grout can be¬ 
come discoloured over time, so using dark grout makes 
sense in the kitchen, especially in the cooking area. 

Glass splashbacks are available in standard sizes for hobs 
and cookers, but bespoke sizes can be made to order by 
specialist companies. Glass comes in such a large range of 
colours and patterns, it's easy to find something to suit 
your taste. If you want to inject a limited amount of colour 
or pattern into the room, a glass splashback is a good way 
to do it, or you can co-ordinate the colour of the splash¬ 
back with the walls. 

Splashbacks can also be matched to a glass upstand, which 
protects the walls above the rest of the kitchen worktop. 
Upstands often have to be made-to-measure to ensure the 
length is correct and the cut-outs for the sockets, if any, are 
in the right places. 

If you want to create a unique splashback, how about using 
wallpaper? OK, you may think wallpaper's not suitable for 
kitchens and bathrooms, but vinyl ones are designed spe¬ 
cially for these rooms. Conventional wallpaper can often 
be used too - the important thing is to protect it with a 
clear glass panel, such as the good value Laminate Glass 
Clear Splashback (£40, B&Q), or a clear acrylic panel away 
from the hob or cooker. Provided they're fitted and sealed 
properly, these panels work well because the wallpaper's 
sealed in, so moisture, cooking splashes, dust and dirt can't 


get to it. 

To finish off, stick low-tack masking tape along the top of 
the skirting boards and the edge of the doorframe (where 
it meets the wall), and paint above the skirting and around 
the doorframe in the emulsion you used on the rest of the 
walls. Carefully remove the tape when the last coat of 
emulsion has started to dry. You should get a clean edge 
between the woodwork and walls and if a little emulsion 
bleeds under the tape, you can usually sort this out easily 
because the paint's still fresh.

IF COOKING is the new rock and roll then Mark Hix is its Keith Richards, an honest, 
unpretentious, slightly-shy hero of the art who has brilliantly mastered the 
complexity of simplicity by bringing it down to food's essential riff - great taste. 


There’s more than a bit of Keef to Mark; 
quiet, laconic, tousled, charmingly-un- 
shaven but friendly and focused, the real 
thing who, like the legendary Rolling Stone, 
just quietly does it best and avoids the 
showbizzy limelight which has seduced 
other chefs to show off for the TV cameras. 

It is little surprise then that Mark should be 
the lynchpin of Lyme’s No 1 food event of 
the year, the appropriately-titled Food 
Rocks festival, which brings thousands to

In addition to Food Rocks’ cookery demos, 
held on the stage on the shelters, hand¬ 
picked producers of regional foods will have 
stalls on the seafront, by the Jubilee Pavilion 
and on the roof above the Amusement 
Arcade. 

Meanwhile at The Malthouse at the Town 
Mill over both days there will be helpful talks 
and tastings from other local food experts 
including the Town Mill Cheesemonger, the 
Town Mill Brewery, the WetFish Shop’s 
fishmonger, River Cottage, Cornish Sea Salt, 
Langham Wines and the Crab House Cafe, 
instructing on a wide variety of topics that 
include British cheese, how to dress a crab, 
pairing beer and food, and oysters of the 
British Isles. 

Food Rocks is all for charity, for the good of 
Lyme and the greatness of regional cuisine 
and, with Hix at the helm, it is guaranteed to 
be all in the best possible taste; the food 
event of the year and not to be missed.

Birthmarks, thread veins 
and other blemishes 

BROWN birthmarks are caused by an excess of 
melanin, the skin's naural tanning pigment, caus¬ 
ing, for example, 'cafe-au-lait' birthmarks. Expo¬ 
sure to the sun's ultra-violet rays can also result in 
similar changes such as freckles and sun/age/liver 
spots. 

Red birthmarks, such as 'port-wine stains' are 
caused by an excess of blood vessels near the skin 
surface, varying from pale pink to purple. Other 
blood vessel problems sometimes occur in the form 
of unsightly 'thread/'spider' veins and 'blood spots' 
(haemangiomas). 

The West of England Laser Centre at Nuffield 
Health Taunton Hospital undertakes treatment 
with advanced laser technology. A variety of lasers 
using different types, colours and intensities of 
laser light are used to treat different skin conditions. 
The laser energy either destroys the vessels by heat 
or breaks down pigment into tiny particles which 
are then dispersed naturally by the body. The 
darker the pigmented area to be treated, the more 
treatments required. 

Also available: laser removal of other skin condi¬ 
tions such as excess hair, moles, warts, verrucas and 
tattoos plus surgery for baggy eyelids (blepharo- 
plasty).

having been handed the role of in¬ 
terim head coach. 

"The club board will speak to several 
candidates in the coming week as the 
search goes on for a suitable replace¬ 
ment. 

Club chairman Matt Lucas said; 
"There has been a lot of interest al¬ 
ready from very experienced man¬ 
agers both local and not so local. 

"We continue to have contact with 
some interested parties already and 
have others to speak to in the coming 
days. 

"However, there is no definitive 
timescale on an appointment as we 
are carefully examining all of the op¬ 
tions available to us". 

He continued; "As soon as we have 


identified the right person to take the 
club forward, we will make an an¬ 
nouncement. 

"I am also extremely pleased that 
caretaker-manager Stuart Heath has 
said he would like to stay on at the 
club in a coaching capacity". 

Heath, a PE teacher at Wey Valley 
School in Weymouth was tight lipped 
about his position when he took the 
post match interview after Saturday's 
0-0 draw with Chesham United, but in 
a statement to View Sport yesterday 
he confirmed that whilst he wanted 
to stay involved with the club he was 
not interested in the manager's va¬ 
cancy. 

He said: "The role of Dorchester 
Town manager needs and deserves 
full commitment and time, and with a 
young family and a demanding full 
time job, I cannot provide that at this 
time. 


"I am relatively new to coaching and 
management and feel I need to de¬ 
velop and improve in my current role. 

"The football side of the club needs 
to improve in all aspects but this takes 
time and I will continue to drive this 
so we can start making watching 
Dorchester Town entertaining and 
worthwhile again. 

"I feel whoever the new manager is 
will be inheriting a good set of players 
that just need confidence, trust and 
organisation to give them the best 
chance to play well and get positive 
results in the short term but also have 
a long term vision of the type of play¬ 
ers the club wants to attract, how we 
improve and develop these players 
and how we want the team to play." 

Meanwhile Senior, a local born for¬ 
mer Magpies player whose eye for 
goal saw him rise through the ranks to 
become Reading's greatest ever 


goalscorer with 153 goals in 301 ap¬ 
pearances, also ruled himself out. 

A big favourite with the locals, he 
has been linked with the job on sev¬ 
eral occasions and would be seen by 
the board to be a great choice not 
only for his ability to manage, but also 
increasing crowds and income. 

However he told this newspaper: "I 
had some good and happy days as a 
player at Dorchester, but I think I am 
now'old hat'. 

"I am maybe, not unsurprisingly, 
linked with the vacancy every time 
which is flattering, and indeed was of¬ 
fered the job once. 

"However, at Bridport I know exactly 
what I am going to get, and without 
tempting fate, am happy to stay here. 

"It's a nice club with a hard working 
committee and great spectators and 
a great set of players. I have been here 
nearly ten years and am very happy." 


At Monday night's board meeting it 
was agreed that a fans forum will be 
held in the lounge bar at the Avenue 
Stadium on Monday, September 29th 
at 7pm.
